China Missionary 
To Address Club 


“The fact that the missionaries 
have stood by their posts and that 
gifts from American Christians 
have been pouring in for the relief 
of the refugees and orphans, has 
made a tremendous impression up- 
on people and put Christianity far 
in the lead in China,’ says Rev. 
Edward H. Smith of Foochow, 
China, Congregational missionary 
under the American Board of For- 
eign Missions, who will speak on 
Wednesday evening, in the South 
Congregational Church, before the 
A. P. C. Sorority at 7:45. 


Mr. Smith declares that Christian 
missionaries in China think not in 
terms of ten or twenty years but of 
100 years. He believes confidentaly 
that China will become the domin- 
ant Christian nation of the Orient. 
Of the Chinese he says: “They are 
hopeful and determined and will 
never give up.” 


Mr. Smith, a Connecticut man, 
educated at Amherst College and 
Hartford Theological Seminary, be- 
gan service in China in 1901. He is 
known affectionately by Chinese 
and missionaries alike as ‘Uncle 
Ned.” To him hundreds of Chinese 
boys, deserted, helpless orphans, 
owe their lives. He has taken them 
into his school, housed, clothed and 
educated them. Many of them are 
now leaders in the government, in 
business and in the church,

M.—Long steady blast not exceeding two 
minutes. All street lights turned out— 
houses must BLACKOUT, there are no ex- 
ceptions—factories doing war work may re- 
main lighted—autos travel on LOW BEAM, 
not parking lights—pedestrian travel con- 
tinues as best it can. All branches of Civil- 
ian Defense mobilize, wardens and auxiliary 
police on streets. 

PRACTICE RED (ALARM) 9:05 P. M.— 
Series of short blasts, for two minutes. All 
plants except a very limited few must 
black out. All traffic stops except author- 
ized cars with CD pennants and emergen- 
cy vehicles. Busses stop and extinguish all 
lights. Members of the armed forces, of 
police, of State Guard, essential public util- 
ities personnel are allowed to continue but

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One Man for Two 


In another column the town 
treasurer takes exception to our 
last week’s editorial in which we 
stated that $8,000 was too much to 
spend for two-and-a-half man-weeks 
in the town house. We’ll get back 
to that point in a minute, but first 


of all may we digress for a moment’ 


to say that we much more admire 
the type of a man who comes out 
in the open with an answer to pub- 
lish than the type of an office- 
holder who sits back and grumbles 
to his friends and mumbles about 
that guy “who writes those edi- 
torials—he can’t get away with that 
stuff with me.” 


The situation in the town house, 
where, to refresh your memory, we 
pay $2500 to the town treasurer, 
$2200 plus fees to the town clerk, 
and $2500 to the tax collector, has 
been one which has bothered for a 
long time many persons in public 
and private life who are interested 
in town affairs, but because it does 
involve personalities, no one has 
seemed to want to say anything 
about it publicly. Nor it is particu- 
larly easy for a small-town news- 
paper editor to stick out his neck in 
such a situation; the three gentle- 


men involved are — or maybe we 
should say “were” — friends of the 
editor. 

But again — let’s forget person- 


alities. Let’s pretend that we’re set- 
ting up a business, a business in 
which someone has to collect 
money, someone has to pay it out, 
someone has to take care of numer- 
ous other administrative matters 
that come up. What would you do? 
You'd try to get along with as few 
men as possible. Certainly you 
would set up your business so that 
there’s no one sitting around with 
nothing to do — on your time. You 
would parcel out the work among 
as few persons as possible, and you 
would give to girl clerks the work 
that belongs to girl clerks, using 
men in positions that need men. 

Everyone will agree that those 
general rules are good business 
practices. But let us follow them 
out. With current tax collections 
what they are, with real estate and 
personal and poll and motor vehicle 
taxes, etc., you’d probably find that 
you do need a full-time man there, 
with a full-time clerk to take care 
of the very obvious clerical work 
involved. But in private business 
would you hire two men to do the 
rest of that work at the town house. 
No, you wouldn’t. 

The town treasurer writes: “J 
don’t think the townspeople are as 
much interested in the actual nhum- 
ber of hours involved as in the fact 
that the work is done and well 
done.” Last week we Stated that 
the town treasurer’s work was well 
done; we stated that if there was 
work to do, the treasurer would do 
it and do it well. But we must dis- 
agree with the treasurer when he 
Says that the townspeople aren’t 
interested in the actual number of 
hours involved; we feel that the 
townspeople don’t care to pay two 
men for what one could do; we feel 
that the townspeople when they 
vote those salaries at town meet- 
ing feel that they are electing men 
to two full-time jobs, and if the jobs 
aren’t sufficient to occupy the full- 
time of those two men, we feel the 
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townspeople would want to do 
something about it. Obviously the 
jobs don’t occupy full-time. 

The treasurer states that many 
new things have been added: old 
age assistance payments (we have 
a full-time old age assistance agent 
and clerk to do the bulk of the work 
on this); retirement pensions (re- 
sponsible for the employment of an 
extra clerk in the town house), 
victory and income tax withhold- 
ings and war savings bond deduc- 
tions — with Blue Cross coming. 
The treasurer’s appropriation this 
year allowed extra for a part-time 
clerk, also — and that’s as it should 
be, for all these deductions are 
things which in private business 
would be taken care of by a girl 
clerk instead of a salaried officer. 

The treasurer refers to the year 
1928, at which time he was elected 
to his present office. One man then 
held the office of town clerk and 
treasurer; if the job could have 
been held by one man then, it still 
can be held by one man, and pro- 
vided that the girl clerks employed 
came somewhere near the standard 
set by Miss Sellars of the town 
office staff, a real saving could be 
made by the town. 

An analysis of town salaries as 
prepared by the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Taxpayers’ associations 
is very interesting in this connec- 
tion. The figures are for the year 
1942; changes made since then are 
mainly cost-of-living increases, so 
that the figures are valuable for 
comparison’s sake. In the 32 towns 
having a population of 10,-25,000 in 
this state, the average total salary, 
without fees, for the town clerk 
and town treasurer was $2901; in 
Andover the total of the two, with- 
out fees, is $4700. That is quite a 
discrepancy. Furthermore, as near- 
ly aS we can judge from this tabu- 
lation, there’s no town under 20,000 
population paying as much as we 
are, and in the population range 
nearer Andover’s 11,000 we pay 
about $1,000 more than the next 
highest. 

Something must be wrong. We 
want efficiency in town government, 
and efficiency means having full- 
time men doing full-time work, 
With an efficient staff of girls to 
handle the routine clerical work.

Encouraging Rural Schools 


Dear Editor: 

Surely many citizens of Andover 
will share your own undoubted 
gratification at the results of our 
town meeting. The ratification by 
the voters of the public-spirited ac- 
tion of the Shaw property spon- 
sors seems to illustrate direct de- 
mocracy at its best. 

Cqually gratifying is the approval 
of the School Committee’s forward- 
looking project at the West Center 
School. In our rural districts are 
still many hundreds of acres of un- 
built land, assessable only at, or 
near the basic rate of ten dollars 
per acre. Let a house, however, in 
which little children romp, be built 
upon this land, and then, even as in 
far-off Ballardvale, the assessors 
may levy revenue on a valuation of 
$800.00 per acre, and this for the 
land alone! 

In other words, the future devel- 


opment of Andover can be furth,- 
ered, not alone through attracting 
industries, but through attracting 
families of home-owners, and this 
particularly to the sections where 

there is still plenty of room. 
While sylvan beauty and rustic 
peace play their part in the charm 
of our rural districts, yet still more 
vital to the parents there is the 
presence of the primary school. 
Surely all our rural taxpayers will 
agree that the better and more fully 
functioning the local school, the 
deeper the satisfaction to the resi- 
dent there, and the greater the in- 
centive to invite ones’ far-off friends 

to come and live there too.

From the Treasurer 


Dear Mr. Editor: 

An office holder is supposed to 
be farily thick-skinned, but, for the 
sake of my relatives and many 
friends, I think a reply should be 
publicly made to your editorial of 
last week. While thanking you for 
certain complimentary references, 
I must take decided exception to 
your main point, which I think, is 
misleading and not in accordance 
with your statement in the next 
column, “We don’t print anything 
we're not sure we got right”. 

Mine is certainly no half time job. 
It is true I am busier some days 
than others and that I do some 
work at the town house for other 
organizations. It is also true that, 
except in the summer, I am away 
from my duties less than a day a 
week and that I am regularly the 
first to arrive at the office in the 
morning. Some days I have more 
work that has to be done than any- 
one could handle during regular 
office hours, necessitating over- 
time work on my part. Town busi- 
ness sometimes takes me to Bos- 
ton, especially to attend meetings 
of the Massachusetts Collectors’ 
and Treasurers’ Association. How- 
ever, I don’t think the townspeople 
are as much interested in the act- 
ual number of hours involved as 
in the fact that the work is done 
and well done. 

As you know the treasurer’s sal- 
ary is no more today than it was in 
1928 before my first election, the 
one increase requested merely mak- 
ing up for the decrease which I 
asked for at the outset, in the in- 
terest of harmony at the town 
house. As you must also know, 
many new functions have been 
added during the years: notably, 
old age assistance payments, re- 
tirement pensions, victory and in- 
come tax withholdings, and war 
savings bond deductions. While the 
treasurer doesn’t do all of this fig- 
uring, it certainly involves a large 
amount of additional work for him. 
You will be glad to know that, be- 
ginning next week, I shall have 
monthly Blue Cross deductions to 
make from the pay of nearly 100 
town employees. Until this past 
year I have had practically no 
clerical assistance, which can be 
said of hardly another town officer. 

As for any consolidation of of- 
fices in the interest of économy 
and efficiency, I don’t believe it is 
either feasible or desirable. Cer- 
tainly state authorities wouldn’t 
favor it for a town of our size. At 
the time that I effected a separa- 
tion of the office of treasurer from 
that of town clerk, I felt a certain 
amount of satisfaction in “making 
two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before”, without addi- 
tional cost to the town. The latter 
part of this statement, to be sure, 
no longer holds true because of the 
many new functions pertaining to 
both offices,

PRACTICE SECOND BLUE (Return to 
Warning Status) 9:15—Steady long blast 
not exceeding two minutes. BLACKOUT 
CONTINUES but plants doing war work 
may re-light—autos can move on LOW 
BEAM headlight—pedestrians may move. 


ALL CLEAR 9:30—Steady blast for 10 
seconds. Blackout ends. Things return to 
normal; if you are still awake turn on 
house lights and look out window to see 
how many others are doing the same thing. 


“Now that the dimout has been suspend 
ed, and we have not had a blackout for 
nine months, the army reminds us that 
“blackout’’ means just that, and that a 
dimout will not get by. The army wants to 
find out how completely and quickly we
